Friedrichshafen, October 27.—Prince 
Henry, of PruSsia, spent several hours 
én the air today as the guest of Count 
Zeppelin, who made an ascemsion in’ 
his remodele@ ainship at a comparative- 
iy early hour. Not only did the prince 
thoroughly enjoy his experience, But he

if the estimate of $1,000,000 as the amount that will be necessary to 
pay additional pensioms, should the service pension amendment be ratified 
in next Tuesday’s election, is correct, it will require the addition of one mill, 
or one dollar on each $1,000 of property returned, to the state tax rate to 
meet the obligation. 

The voter, theretore, who goes to the polls determined to vote for ser- 
vice pensions must do so in the conscientious willingness to vote likewise 
for a constitutional amendment which will permit this increase in the 
tax rate.

ARMY OFFICERS 


START ON WALK 


Must Walk Fifty Miles in 
Three Days by President’s 
— Orders. 


Two regular army officers were seen 


starting out on a long walk yesterday |cleaning 


morning, from the Candier bDuliding, 


the headquarters for the department 


of the gulf, stepping into North Pryor 
street at 9 o’clock and heading for the 
court heuse. This was a distance of 
one-quarter of a mile, or 1-200th of the 
test walk which they were to make. 

Tuesday afternoon they returned to 
the department of the gulf, having 
completed the first day's walk of 17 I-2 
miles, or a little over a third. 

These officens were Lieutenant Col- 
onel W. P. Newcomb, of the coast ar- 
tillery, stationed at Fort De Soto, Fla., 
and Major L. E. Goodier, of the judge 
advocate general’s department, at the 
department of the gulf. Wednesday 
morning they ‘will leave at the same 
hour and walk to the terminal station, 
a quarter of a mile, and dewn the Cen- 
tral of Georgia tracks, nearly to Hape- 
ville, making another trip of 17 1-2 
miles. 

Thursday they will complete the tour 
of fifty miles by walking first to the 
court house, and then out Peachtree 
road to Hope’s schoo! house and re 
turn, a distance of 15 miles. 

This test walk was to have been 
taken, too, by Colonel R. H. Patterson, 
of Fort Screven, but a sprained ankle 
prevented him. He will walk tater. 

The walking test was ordered by the 
president, for all officers not in the 
cavairy, the latter being ordered to 
ride 250 miles.
